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School Board Lets Contract To Bond 
Purchasing Firm Pending On Vote 


The school board for Hamlin 
independent school district met 
on Tuesday ev ening at which time 
representativ es of four bonding 
companies were heard with sub­ 
mission of their proposals for the 
purchase of the projected bond 
issue which was announced last 
week . 
Most fav orable bid was that of 
Almon & McMahon, Inc., Dallas, 
to whom a contract was issued for 
th e sale of the bonds at a 2*4 and 
2*4 percent interest rate ov er a 
ten y ear termination issue. 
The contract was let on an 
amount of $175,000. with provi- 
sin o made for issue of a smaller 
amount. 
The original estimate 
of costs of the building programs 
contemplated was $160,000 but it 
was recommended that the total 
b e increased to provide for ad­ 
v ances in material costs that are 
possible under wartime construc­ 
tio n . 
The contract was let as a pro­ 
tectiv e measure and is not bind­ 


ing against the school district if 
v oting on the issue is unfavorable. 
Validity of the contract will be 
contingent on resuts of the ballot 
which is scheduled for some time 
in January . 
George Studdard, tax consult­ 
ant for the Tex as Pacific Coal & 
Oil Company was a guest at th e ! 
meeting and advised the board on j 
matters pertaining to the issue. ’ 
Studdard ex pressed the optimism I 
of his company in oil producing 
possibilities in the Hamlin area I 
and reported that his company 
had completed 22 wells in and j 
around the Pardue field since the \ 
start of 19 50. 
He also reported 
that 42 completions hav e been 
made in the East Hamlin field 
over the same period. 
Authorities pointed out that the 
building and repair program en- j 
tertained in the bond proposal is 
dependent upon gov ernment reg- j 
ulation and efforts are being made 
to ex pedite the work before such 
limitations apply .

A PPLES a re in la rge supply now a nd it’s time to invite the m into 
x x our me a ls. So le t’s ge t sta rte d a nd pick a fe w choice re cipe s. 
Pa rty Ba ke d Apple s 
With Sour Cre a m 
(4 se rvings) 
One -ha lf cup da rk com syrup, Vi cup wa te r, \\ te a spoon cinna ­ 
mon, 1 te a spoon gra te d ora nge rind, 1 ta ble spoon butte r or fortifie d 
ma rga rine , 2 ta ble spoons suga r, 4 ta rt re d a pple s, unpa re d, 1 cup 
sour cre a m. 
Combine syrup, wa te r, cinna mon, le mon rind, butte r or ma r­ 
ga rine a nd suga r. 
Bring to boiling point ove r low he a t, stirring 
until suga r is dissolve d. Wash and core a pple s a nd pare the top 
third of e a ch a pple . Place apples in sha llow ba king dish. 
Pour 
hot syrup mix ture ove r apples. 
Bake in moderate oven (350 de­ 
gre e s F.) for 30 to 40 minute s or until apples are tender, basting 
fre que ntly wRh the syrup mixture. Serve hot or cold topped with 
sour cre a m. 


Apple Fritte rs 
< 1 0 to 1 2 fritte rs) 
One cup sifte d flour, 2 teaspoons baking powder, H't teaspoons 
salt, V< cup suga r, 1 e gg, well beaten, % cup milk, 2 teaspoons 
melted shorte ning, 1 cup coarsely chopped, pared apples < 1 to 2 
apples), me lte d fat or salad oil. 
Sift toge the r flour, baking powder, salt and sugar into mixing 
bowl. Combine e gg, milk and shortening. Add to fry ingredients 
and mix well until batter is smooth. Fold in chopped apples. 
To deep-fry, have deep kettle \i to % full of melted fat or oil. 
To shallow-fry, have l!^ to 2 inches melted fat or oil in frying pan. 
Heat fat to 375 degrees F., or until inch cube of bread will brown in 
about 40 seconds. 
Drop apple batter by tablespoons into hot fat. 
Deep-fry or 
shallow-fry 4 to 6 minutes or until well-brow'ned. 
Turn fritters 
frequently to brown evenly. Drain on absorbent paper on a rack.
